The  Trade  Dollar  of  1884  offered  in  this  sale  is  a perfectly  legitimate 
coin,  having  been  struck  for  the  proof  sets  of  that  year,  and  discontinued 
af  or  five  sets  were  sold,  making  this  coin  one  of  the  rarest  of  the  U.  S. 
.V-ries.  1 he  magnificent  lot  of  cents,  etc.,  belonging  to  Mr.  M.  L.  Strauss 
c i inet  cannot  be  too  highly  praised.  It  is  indeed  seldom  that  such  an  op- 
portunity arises  to  “fill  in’’  as  is  here  offered.  Practically  every  piece 
is  a gem,  and  worthy  of  a place  in  any  cabinet.  Mr.  Strauss  has  been  25 
years  making  this  collection  and  has  not  spared  expense  in  bringing  to- 
gether one  of  the  best  set  of  cents  ever  formed.  Attention  is  also  called  to 
i he  line  of  mint  mark  Gold  Dollars. 


Terms  of  Sale. 

1.  All  bids  to  be  by  the  lot,  irrespective  of  the  number  of  pieces  in  a 
lot.  Bids  below  SI.  must  be  in  multiples  of  5c,  and  above  $1.  multiples  of 
10c.  A bid  of  67c  will  be  construed  as  65c,  and  a bid  of  SI. 83  as  SI. 80,  etc. 

2.  Regular  patrons  may  have  their  goods  forwarded  to  them  only  on 
the  distinct  understanding  that  they  will  send  immediate  payment.  Auction 
sales  are  spot  cash  and  no  time  allowances  or  credit  can  be  permitted 
under  any  circumstances,  the  owner  of  the  coins  expecting  prompt  pay- 
ment. Strangers  must  send  satisfactory  references. 

3.  Bids  are  numbered  and  tabulated  in  their  order  of  receipt.  If  two 
or  more  bids  on  any  certain  lot  are  alike,  the  one  first  received  gets  the  lot. 
If  two  or  more  unlimited  bids  on  any  certain  lot  are  received,  the  first  one 
in  gets  the  lot  at  a slight  advance  over  the  highest  bid. 

4.  Payment  should  be  made  promptly  by  cash,  money  order  or  draft 
on  New  York  or  Chicago.  All  personal  checks  from  out  of  town  are  sub- 
ject to  10c  exchange,  and  this  amount  will  be  deducted  from  such  remittances. 
If  a receipt  is  desired,  a stamped,  addressed  envelope  should  be  enclosed.

If  this  is  correct,  there  are  only  5 left  and  hence  of  greater  rarity 
than  the  1804  dollar.  The  mint  cabinet  does  not  contain  one  of 
these  pieces,  and  it  has  never  before  been  offered  at  auction.
